this witness they tried to prove that tho 


defendant had been drinking heavily, 


but Betzold swore th at he only drank 


one or two glasses. 
Mrs. Sarah Turner testified that Tow­ 


ers came to hor house three years ago 
with a revolver inquiring for her son 
and threatening to shoot him. 
The de 


fense 
asked that 
the testimony 
bo 
stricken out and t hi* court granted the 


request. This closed all the evidence 
and tho court adjourned until 0 o’clock 


after arranging to listen to arguments 


of counsel at I o'clock. 
Following tho evidence of Henry Pop- 
penberg, Geo. Funk, Sam Bu tress, W. 
II. Rosa and Henry Betzold were sworn. 
Their stories were in tho 
main cor­ 
roborative, all swearing to Albert Haga- 
dorn striking Towers and to Snell kick­ 
ing him or kicking at him after he was 
down. 
“One swore to hearing llaga 
dorn say, “ ITI got a gun and shoot him 
and his family,’' “or him and his friends." 
Betzold wTas behind the bar and saw 
less than did tho others. 


MKS. H E N K Y TOW ERS 
Mrs. Henry Towers, wife of the defend­ 
ant was on tho stand Tuesday afternoon 
She narrated his coming to his home 
for the gun on Christmas day and swore 
that he did not appear to see her and did 
not speak to her. 
His eyes were glassy 
and he was pale as a ghost. 
Paid no a t­ 
tention to her when she tried to stop 
him from going out with tho gun, just 
brushed her aside as if ho did not know 
she was speaking to him. 
She swore 
th at he came home about two weeks 
previous with a cut on the back of his 
head, which she washed and put a plas­ 
ter on. 
He said he fell against a jstove. 
Said he complained of pains in his head 
after that. 
Ile weut to the N. P. hos­ 
pital a few days later and the doctors 
there said th at ho also had a rib broken. 
Doctor at hospital dressed the wound, 
on head which w’as not large but was 
deep. 
The night before Christm as he came 
home from H ughes’ saloon, where he 
usually spent the evenings when away 
from home, at 8:30 or 9 o’clock. Did not 
sleep at all well—had not slept well since 
injury to head. 
Christmas 
morning 
Towers said he felt bad and would go 
down to saloon and get a hot drink of 
brandy and see if it would make him 


feel bettor. 
Returned and had break 
fast, then went down again shortly nf 
tor or about ll o'clock. 
Did not return 
again until he came after the gun. 
He 
had acted queer ever since hurt on head 
had been forgetful and sleepless, had 
no appetite and did not sit and read as 
usual 
complained of pains in head and 
th at eyes hurt and he could not see at 
times, but continued to do his work at 
tho shop. 
Witness told of her husband getting a 
fall about twelve years ago and striking 
on his head and cutting it and acted 
dazed and crazy and apparently setting 
tho house afire while so crazed. 
T h at 
after ho recovered he told her that ho 
could not remember anything that oe 
curred during the time that he was in 
th at condition. 
On cross-examination Mrs. Towers 
varied but little from the direct testi­ 
mony. 
She swore th at she did not see 
Towers from the time th at he came af­ 
ter the gun until Albert Hagadorn died. 
She denied point blank that she sent 
for Fred Ilagadorn tocome to her house 
tho day after the shooting or that she 
told him that Towers had tried to shoot 
others or that she feared wfien ho got 
tho gun there would b) trouble because 
she know' th at ho was high tempered. 
She denied and called on God as her 
witness, that Towers had ever struck 
her or abused her. She said that she 
had heard of those stories since the 
shooting of Ilagadorn, but th at she had 
never said that he had abused her or 
th a t she was afraid of him. 
in fact ho 
never had. 
Ile was short tempered, but 
not abusive or violent. 


HENRY' TOWERS 
Henry Towers, tho defendant, 
was 
placed on the stand Tuesday afternoon 
in his own behalf, 
lie testiliod th a t he 
was born in England and came to 
Pennsylvania and stayed there nearly 
two years, then came to Brainard in 
1880. 
Had lived here ever since, living 
in the same house 
the past sixteen 
years. 
His wife joined him while he 
lived in Pennsylvania. 
They have son 
and daughter, both grown. 
Witness swore th a t he remembered 
going to H ughes’ 
saloon, also going 
home to breakfast and returning later 
to the saloon. 
Testified to having re­ 
ceived a cut on the head about two 
weeks before Christmas. 
C ut was not 
long b u t deep. 
(The 
witness 
here 
showed the jury the scar from the cut.) 
Swelling had gone down some but head 
was sore yet. 
Ever since receiving that 
cut and a broken rib by falling on a 
stove ho had had terrible headaches. 
When asked te describe the headache 
he said it was as if something was

working inside his head, pressing out 
sometimes as if his head would burst 
and again as if something was pressing 
in. 
Ho could not bear anything on his 
head at these times, and it seemed as if 
he must get out into the open air. 
The 
pain affected his s ig h t so th at ho could 
not see until it passed off. 
Tho spells 
came oftener and lasted longer since 
Christmas than 
before. 
Sometimes 
they 
lasted 
two hours. 
He 
cannot 
sleep nights, and has no appetite. 
Witness remembered boing in Hughes 
place. 
Got 
a 
drink of brandy at 
Hughes’ place and then went homo to 
breakfast 
was 
only 
able to eat 
a 
mouthful. 
W ent back to H ughes’ place. 
Poppenberg was thoro when he went 
back. 
Remembered having a beer with 
Poppenberg. 
Irwin came in and went 
out again. 
Three or four came in - 
first he heard was Albert say, “There 
is your meat. 
Go for him." 
Next ho 
know Albert struck him from behind. 
Ho staggered over to tilt' wall and went 
down more by tho weight of the two 
Hagadorns than from tho blow. 
Fred 
was trying to keep Albert back. 
After 
he went down Albert kicked him in the 
breast bone. 
Could remember getting 
kicked after th a t but did not know who 
kicked him. 
Felt one kick on tho 
shins, one behind tho ear, cno on the 
end of tho chin and one on tho temple. 
Ho could feel the blows but could not 
tell who struck him. 
Heard someone 
say. “ I will go and get my gun." 
Did 
not know who said it. 
Know nothing 
after that until he found himself in jail. 
Did not remember going home or seeing 
his wife or getting his gun or going 
back to the corner. 
Next lie knew ho 
was in jail. 
Witness had heard testi­ 
mony a» to trouble with I red. 
Was in 
saloon when Fred came in. 
Had only 
20 cents on him and had ordered a beer. 
Fred asked witness to loan him a dollar. 
Witness replied 
that ho could not. 
Had only 20 cents. 
Fred had been 
drinking. 
Fred made a rush at him 
and called him a “Son of a 
Witness stepped to one side and it 
made him so angry 
ho struck Fred 
and knocked him down. 
Ile held no 
grudge and had met Fred since and 
tho latter showed no grudge. 
W itness 
had played cards with Albert since his 
trouble with Fred. 


C R O S S E X A M I N A T I O N 
On cross examination Towers varied 
his direct testimony 
but little. 
A d­ 
mitted that he worked just the game 
after the accident to his head except 
tho day he went to tho hospital. 
Was 
mixing paint and directing tho men at 
their work. 
Pains 
were worse since 
Christmas. 
Would not swear th a t in­ 
crease in pain was not caused by con­ 
finement 
and worry over the 
case. 
Headaches had become more continu­ 
ous. 
Tho time of tho shooting was the 
only time his mind was a blank since 
the injury to his head two weeks be­ 
fore Christmas. 
Witness was then ex­ 
cused. 


J. u. DAVIS 
The next witness was J. C. Davis, 
foreman painter on tho engine side of 
shops. 
He testified to his knowledge of 
and acquaintance with Towers. 
Had 
been over him for many years. 
Had 
not seen him daily for past few’ months 
as he was no longer under tho witness 
in tho work. 
Had heard him say that 
he had pains in his head. 
Witness 
visited defendant after he was in jail. 
Did not ask him specifically and did 
know’ whether he know Ilagadorn wTas 
badly hurt. 
Thought defendant acted 
irrational. 
Could 
not distinctly de 
scribe the change in Tow’ers’ actions 
but it at once suggested insanity. 
Had 
known defendant intimately for four­ 
teen years, seeing him daily while de 
fondant 
was woiking under witness. 
Denied hearing Towers say th a t he 
“got his man,” or th a t he “usually got 
the man he went after.” 
Adm itted be­ 
ing friend of defendant, and th a t at his 
request had sent Attorney Fleming to 
the jail. 
Defendant did not appear to 
comprehend th a t he had done wrong 
and seemed to think th a t he ought to 
be released at once as easily as a com­ 
mon drunk is bailed out. 
On cross examination Davis refused 
to permit attorneys to confuse him and 
gave his testimony deliberately. 
He 
reiterated all he had sworn to on direct 
examination but swore that he did not 
know whether or not Towers knew’ or 
realized that ho had 
seriously hurt 
Ilagadorn. 
Swore 
that 
defendant 
looked and acted so strange th a t he 
sent a doctor over to attend him. 
De­ 
nied th at he had recured Hull to de­ 
fend Towers or had 
assisted Hall in 
preparing defense. 
Said Hall seemed 
perfectly able to attend to his own 
business without witness’ assistance.
